Washington, April 7.—Up to noon noth- 


ing has occurred to change the present 
status of affairs, A cabinet officer said 
that diplomacy has ran its coarse. No 
negotiations of any character now pend- 
ing nor will be resumed. 


The president remains firm in his de- 


termination to intervene forcibly in Cuba 
if necessary to put an end to hostilities. 


A naval demonstration against Havana 


has been considered and almost certainly 
would be made in the next few days if 
Spain refuses to yield. If this demonstra- 
tion should result in war the president is 
ready to accept the issue. 


No action will be taken, unlew Spain 


forces it, till Monday. The senate has ad- 
journed to that time. 


The senate committee on foreign rela- 


tions did not meet today for the first time 
since the President's Maine message. 


POWERS THY TO PRBVSflt WAS- 


Representatives Call on the President 


ibis Morning. 


Washington, April 7.—Representatives 


of the European powers seeking to avert 
war called on the President this morning. 
The governments of Great Britain r-nd 
Franoe, Germany, Austria, Russia and 
Italy were represented. The call was 
very brief, and then there was an official 
call on the state department. 


They consulted with Secretaries Sher- 


man and Day behind closed doors. 


Sir Julian Faunosfote as the representa- 


tive of the six powers presented the 
president this noon wita a note -which 
embodies the action taken at. the diplo- 
matic conferences. It is as follows: 


The nndersigned representative of Ger- 


many, Austria, France, Great Britain, 
Italy and Russia, address in the name of 
their governments a pressing appeal to 
the feelings of humanity and moderation 
of the president and the Americans in the 
existing differences. They aarneitly hope 
further negotiations will lead to an agree- 
ment securing the maintenance of peace 
and the reestablishing of order in Cuba. 


The president replied recognizing the 


good will whioh prompted the communica- 
tion and shared the hope expressed thai 
the oat-come would be peace. He appre- 
ciated it and feels confident that an equal 
appreciation will be shown for America's 
earnest and nnaelfish endeavors to fulfill 
the duty to humanity by ending the situa- 
tion, an indefinite prolongation of which 
has become insufferable.

Americans Crowding Out of Cuba 


Still Tiiere. 


Washington, April 7. — A cablegram

Americans have left Cuba. All was quiet 
this morning and it was announced there 
would be no change of any importance in 
the message unless there is a change of 
facts, whioh is not likely. 


The report was sent out from Key West 


last night that Gen. Lee had returned to 
this country with the first boat from 
Havana. This was stated by passengers 
on the boat at its first arrival, and not till 
later was it learned that Gen. Lee was not 
among the passengers.

Bankers with close American connec- 
tions are packing their papers, collecting 
debts, arranging for gtaards fer theii 
vaults and sending their families away 
Cuban women, with husbands, fathers, 
or brothers In the insurgent ranks, are in 
a state of terror. The few slmen pun 
Americans who remain keep as cool as 
may be. 


It is to the credit of the government 


here that although it was w.ll known 
that yesterday was crucial with war 
probable and Spanish defeat certain, 
Havana up to U fjMtarday meriting was 
generally flnlei and orderly. The re- 
moval of the embargo consequent upon 
the quarantine laws gives relief to thou- 
sands, but the new trouble arises of lack 
of transportation. No doubt many will 
leave as the result of a needless scare, 
since probably they would be as safe 
here as anywhere, a possible bombard- 
meal being left out of the account. 
Sent* Spaniards still talk wildly about 
the United States fleet being blown out 
of the water1 by Ire from the Havana 
batteries on the water front but as care- 
ful practice two days ago showed the 
Inability of the gunners to come within 
100 yards of a target on smooth water 
at a range of two miles or thereabouts, 
naval men nted not be apprehensive of 
the effect •€ th« Havana guns.

Madrid, April 7.—There ii a bitch in the 


peace negotiations and the Cuban armis- 
tice proclamation will not be issued today 
as was expected. There is great disap- 
pointment at the. United States legation. 


The cabinet ministers at a meeting yes- 


terday evening decided to appoint a com- 
mittee to organize and superintend a 
subscription to increase the strength of 
the fleet. 


A semi-official note issued after ad- 


journment says that the cabinet consid- 
ered every aspect of the situation and the 
outcome of the deliberation was the adhe- 
sion of the government to all its previous 
decisions without modification. Resolu- 
tions to that effect were adopted. 


It is explained that the decisions to 


which the Spanish government adheres 
refer to those outlined at the last confer- 
ence between Minister Woodford and the 
Spanish ministers. 


The ijfcrnlng papers here are unani- 


mous in believing the situation very 
grave. Several say Minister Wofcdford 
leaves tomorrow. He has taken a resi- 
dence at the legation since his family left.

day, who is alleged to have informed him 
that he was purchasing a cruiser to pre- 
sent to Spain, as that country has his 
warmest sympathy and love. 


More Appeals to England, 


London—April 7—It is reported that 


the queen regent of Spain has again ap- 
pealed to Queen Victoria directly asking 
tile latter to exert her influence to avert 
war. She touohingly recalled that both 
Victoria and herself are widows and thns 
deprived of advisors.

Washington, April 7.—When the sen« 


ate convened yesterday intense ex- 
pectancy, amounting to excitement, pre- 
vailed both on the floor and in the gal- 
leries. The president's message had 
been positively promised, and its com- 
ing was awaited with genuine anxiety. 
Ten minutes after the senate convened 
consideration of the sundry civil bill was 
resumed and, with the exception of eight 
minutes consumed by an executive ses- 
sion in -which Senator Davis announced 
that no mfssage would be sent In, the 
entire session was consumed b^the ap- 
propriation bill. It was practically com- 
pleted when laid aside for the day. 


After waiting patiently in the galleries 


and corridors of the house for hours, 
many of them from 8 ofelook , in the 
morning until shortly before 3 o'clock, 
the thousands who had assembled to 
hear the president's Cuban message 
turned away weary and disgusted at 
the delay. Never before was there such 
disappointment 
at the capitol The 


members felt it even more Keenly than 
the spectators', and for two hours after- 
ward they stood abem* Ike lobbies' dis- 
cussing the latest phase of the situation. 
The debate over the army reorganiza- 
tion bill attracted little or no attention. 
It was completely overshadowed by the 
more absorbing question. Considerable 
opposition to the bill developed on the 
ground that lt« provision for an exten- 
sion of the regular army in time of war 
to 104,000 men weultt be inimical to the 
national guard and the volunteer forces 
upon which the country had heretofore 
relied in tiske ef stress.

HOURS AND TAXATION, 


Both the Concern of Manufacturers 


of the Bay State. 


The Legislature Memorialized 


For Belief. 


Increase In Working Time and Restriction In 


Taxes Deilred. 


' Washington, Apcfl T. 
iCinley received a long cipher cablegram 
from Minister Woodford last night, 
which, it i£ stated, promised important 
and favorable developments at "Madrid 
today, which- may meet the demands of 
the United States. 
. The queen regent, herrflynasty having 
been guaranteed continuance in power 
by France, Austria-Hungary and Italy, , 
has planned, it IB stated, to take steps 
toward ultimately granting indepen- 
dence te Cuba, and It is expected to be- 
gin today by a proclamation for an 
armistice in Cuba, which will lead to a 
grant of independence to Cuba at the 
end of six months upon the payment 
offered by the Cubans of part of the war 
debt. 


President McKinley will wait to see 


how all this develops. If Spain would 
promise to make Cuba free at the end 
of six months he would agree to it, and 
all the war preparations would be over; 
but it has not taken that tangible shape 
as yet. If it does President McKinley 
will feel amply justified for the manner 
In which -he has managed the case. 


While the message was awaited there 


came a hurried summons of leaders of 
the senate and house to the White 
House, and they were there informed 
that the message was to be withheld 
upon the information received from 
Consul General Lee. The reasons he 
gave were deemed entirely satisfactory 
by all, and Senator Davis informed the 
Senate, while the house leaders carried 
the news to that body. That the danger 
,to American life was considered suf- 
ficient reason for non-action appeared 
in the postponement of all meetings to 
consider the situation. The proposed 
armistice by Spain injected another fea- 
ture into the discussion of the situation, 
and while some were very hopeful that 
a satisfactory solution of t'm problem 
might eventuate from it, the general 
feeling was that the conditions In Cuba, 
the determination of the insurgents to 
continue fighting until independence was 
recognised, and the sentiment of this 
country in favor of Cuba's independence 
of Spain possibly made overtures on this 
line too late. 
• 


The frank statement of the president 


to the leaders and to several prominent 
Democrats that his course was deemed 
absolutely necessary by Consul General 
Lee, to insure the safe departure of the 
Americans still in Cuba, has caused them 
to accept the situation in good faith. 
Some of the most radical, after hearing 
the statements cf those who saw the 
president, appeared satisfied. .Those 
With whom the president talked came 
away with a very strong impression that 
the message would mean war unless 
Spain backed down squarely. One of 
them, who has been very active in an- 
tagonizing delay, say* the message will 
be perfectly satisfactory to him find will 
fully meet the expectations of the coun- 
try. 


Pending the transmlttal of the mes- 


sage, in view of the situation presented 
by the president, all plans looking to 
action in the house will be abandoned, 
but those who have been taking part In 
the radical movement, and who always 
admit the possibility that the time may 
come when they will have to part com- 
pany with the president, are, according 
to the leaders of the movement, more 
determined than ever to ultimately ob- 
tain what they desire. They are at 
present satisfied with the assurances 
they have received as to the character 
of the message, but this has not pre- 
vented them from organising for pos- 
sible contingencies.

Boston, April 7.— T. 3. Coolidge, 'A. G. 


Pierce, Charles L. Covering, Elliot C.

Qoodale, H. N. Slater, George S. Silsbee, 
C P. Baker, Chalres H. Dalton and Al- 
bert C. Houghton have united in a me- 
morial to the legislature relative to the 
state of the cotton industry. They say 
that the present conditions and pros- 
pects of the industry in this state are 
sufficiently grave to call for an exhaus- 
tive study of the premises. They con- 
tinue: 
"Whether this "industry, which 


for two generations has added largely to 
the wealth and population* of the state, 
has reached the highest point of its ex- 
pansion and is hereafter to decline, is 
today an open question. That ita value 
to the state is shrinking la beyond doubt. 
Whether the shrinkage can be arrested 
and the process of expansion can be 
resumed is still in doubt. The evidence 
of shrinkage appears in lower earnings 
ef the operatives, lower prices of the 
products, lower market values of the 
plants and lower profits.' 


If cotton machinery in Massachusetts 


is to continue to be limited to a less prod- 
uct than similar machinery in other 
states, and the cost of operating It con- 
tinues to be more and the taxes upon it 
higher, it is inevitable that manufac- 
turers will withdraw their capital, sell 
their machinery or transfer it to other 
states whci e conditions are more favor- 
able, and abandon their sites, sacrificing 
one-third of their property rather than, 
by continuing a. losing business, invite 
bankruptcy. 


The decay of this Industry, in Massa- 


chusetts means to the operatives vastly 
more than they seem to consider. They 
have been stronger in their ability to 
obtain concessions from employers- and 
legislation from the state than their 
fellow-workers in other states, because 
the Industry has been_prosperous, profit- 
able and increasing tri magnitude. How 
will It be when the Conditions are re- 
versed? Some of thefe will be forced to 
seek homes in other^sfates, where the 
situation of labor is less favorable than 
it is in this commonwealth; and thosu 
states will not be likely to repeat the 
mistakes in - .egislation which have 
proved disastrous here. The operatives 
who remain must either compete with 
each other for a diminishing amount of 
employment and make concessions to 
(their employers, or else join in the com- 
petition for work in other occupations 


"Under the Dingley tariff labor in cot- 


ton mills is fairly well protected against 
undue foreign competition. The compe- 
tition comes from other states, where 
machinery produces more by being run 
more hours, T ' f>re wages are lower, and 
where the tr 
J and other burdens upon 


the Industry are less. 


"Unless this competition can be suc- 


cessfully met the outlook for the Indus- 
try in Massachusetts is not encourag- 
ing. 


"In recent years, successive legisla- 


tures have passed many acts intended 
for the better protection of operatives 
in mills from the possibly unwise or un- 
fair policy of the manufacturers. Some 
of these laws have had the natural ef- 
fect of checking investments In machin- 
ery, restricting the opportunities for 
employment, diverting capital to other 
states, and helping to build up so sharp 
a competition outside of Massachusetts 
that the unfortunate consequences are 
now too obvious to be any flonger Ig- 
nored. The diverted capital cannot be 
recalled. It is a permanent loss to the 
state. If Massachusetts is to continue 
its present restrictive policy it should 
do so with a full understanding of the 
sacrifices involved, both as to capital and 
labor, and be content to see her early 
supremacy as a cotton manufacturer 
continue to decline, while her competi- 
tors multiply, or she can face tfcsMU^jgf 
tion and adapt her policies to meet the 
necessities of the times. 


"If cotton manufacturing in the state 


becomes unprofitable, one of two things 
must happen— wages will be reduced, 
or the business will be abandoned, as 
has been the case in the iron and glass 
industries. Either of these consequences 
would be a great misfortune, which the 
legislature should, if possible, prevent in 
the only way in its power: First, by 
raising the hours of labor at least to the 
point where they are in every other New 
England state; and, secondly, by reduc- 
ing the taxation on manufacturing 
plants, which is now much in excess of 
that in high taxed England and in the 
southern states. The effective way, in 
our judgment, would be to take oft all 
taxes en machinery, without increasing 
those on the real estate used for manu- 
facturing purposes.

"The present situation may present 


Itself to some oersons as having no 
deeper significance than a contest be- 
tween capital and labor, the outcome of 
which is to be a triumph of one over the 
other. If this were -the truth, there 
would be no occasion for this communi- 
cation, and the legislature would have 
ne call to intervene.

There WM ft hot time for a few mlnnte* 


Tuesday afternoon in David Bastien'g bar- 
ber shop on Spring street. The shop is 
being renovated and there is consequently 
more or less confusion of the contents. 
At about 5 o'clock Arthur Bastien, son of 
the proprietor, piesod up a gallon bottle 
of benzine, an article that Mr. Bastien 
uses in the jewelry and repair business 
which he .conducts in connection with the 
barber shop. The young man dropped the 
bottle, which broke, and the contents ran 
over the floor. A small oil stove was 
burning and the benzine was instantly ig- 
nited. A lively blaze was started and Mr, 
BMtien and his son, aided by H. H. 
Walker, Edgar Noel, Fred LeRioh, a bar- 
ber, and Professor Russell, who was being 
•baved, sailed in to put it out. An alarm 
called out the fire department, but the 
force in the shop subdued the flames be- 
fore the firemen arrived.

Simple Sntirmttoiui For Decorative 


Work — Kusio or Work Stand. 


XaUxw Tempting Tattlete. • 


A number of pretty ideas for decora- 


tive trifles are presented to home work- 
ers by The Decorator and Furnisher, 
among them the following: A delight- 
ful accessory for the dressing table can 
be got out of half a yard of cheap 
scrim, for this purpose buy the plain 
scrim without figure in a good tint of 
cream. About half a yard of this cot- 
ton material will serve the purpose. On 
all f otir sides let there be a hem of some 
four inches, above which there should 
be a clearly defined hemstitch. 


As a center ornamentation there can 


be given a flowering design of blossoms 
by a conventional figure of well curved 
lines. This middle adornment should be 
worked in one rich tint of any shado 
desired. Around this three or fourtnch 
border give a simple pattern in wash 
tinsel. To finish well, a crochet edge 
around the entire cover greatly improves 
it, taking care that it should be very 
narrow and in atrong and effective de- 
sign. The great feature is that this pret- 
ty accessory can be laundered weekly if 
needed, but when washed it should be 
ironed on a soft blanket so as to bring 
out the decorative plan. 


The one yard pincushion has become 


now such a fad that it holds its own in 
every material. Among the prettiest ia 
one of linen, being fine in quality and 
in a lovely design of single forgetme- 
nots. This pretty affair can be edged 
with a lace of good honiton make or a 
narrow renaissance that will stand 
many washings. Pincushions have now 
so steadily gained in favor that the old 
fashioned times have come again, when 
this uEefafconvemence finds its need on 
table or bureau, provided the articles 
selected ure those in which beauty of 
tints prevails. This same idea can be 
•well carried out in any of the richer 
materials if artistically planned. 


As linen is now universally accepted 


for table decorations a pretty affair can 
be made of a square of fine linen in 
which initials with flowering designs 
are the scheme, the morning glory or 
honeysuckle being specially attractive. 
This square doily should be decorated 
on all four corners and serve as a useful 
adornment for a vegetable, like baked 
potatoes, which should never be put in 
a covered dish. The potatoes should be 
laid in the middle of the linen, the 
four corners, folding over in neat order, 
giving to the whole an inviting appear- 
ance. 


Fashionable Sandwiches. 


Peanut sandwiches are one of the fads 


of the hour. These have~won enormous 
success at honses where they have been 
made properly, according to the New 
York Herald, which tells how to make 
them, as follows: A peanut sandwich, 
to be at its best, requires vigilance, A 
"head" on the part of the maker and 
a careful adherence to the " rnle. ' ' Stale 
bread, thinly sliced and well buttered, 
is their outside covering. 
TJbese sand- 


wiches should be very small. Boasted 
peanuts are taken for them and chopped 
np into a fine paste. This is well raised 
with a mayonnaise, and the paste is 
then spread thickly between the slices 
of bread. Fashionable hostesses, when 
setting them on a plate, tie them np 
with narrow brown ribbon — ribbon that 
has the precise tint of the paste. 


Another sandwich that has won much 


appreciation ia the lettuce sandwich, 
liked because of its extreme orispness. 
To make these a Jeaf of lettuce of the 
freshest variety should be put between 
oblong slice's of thin, very liberally but- 
tered bread. A quantity of butter far 
greater than that used in the average 
sandwich is necessary for these. Lettuce 
sandwiches should never be served flat, 
by the way, bnt^olled np and served in 
tiny cylinders.

PROGRESS OF THE NATIONAL VOLUN- 


TEtft RESERVE'ORGANIZATION. 


Knllitmeat Going on Steadily—*11 Names 


Krmtaallr to^B* Tamed Over to the War 
D«»artnuat—Sonuthlo* About William 
De Kertbwr*e Washington. 


Niw YORK, "April 1.—[Special.]—Wll- 


liura De Hertbuine Washington, who has 
tinted the. National Volunteer Beserve 
erganization, could not have done any- 
thing 10 aliiiitofc rnoro attention to himself 
if ho had lain awake o' nights for a whole 
year trying. 


The organisation's headquarters are on 


one of the tipper floors of the Washington 
building, at the very foot of Broadway, in 
a corner suit of rooms that overlook the 
Battery park. They are pleasantly fur- 
nished, and the walls tiro adorned with 
framed pictures and otbef embellishments*. 
Conspicuous among the latter is a docu- 
ment, carefully protected with glass, show- 
ing the various branches of the Washing- 
ton family. 


The furniture of the place includes a 


long table-1 strewn with little piles of en- 
listment blanks, and there aro several 
young men clerks in attendance. These 
explain the scheme of the organization to 
all who come and are desirous of enrolling 
their names. 


Hen Who Are Enlisting. 


It would be hard to imagine a more di- 


versified lot of men than those who have 
already signed the rolls of this organiza- 
tion. They include veteran officers of the 
civil war, bank olerki, students not yet 
out of sehool, schoolteachers, young pro- 
fessional men—men of almost aU sorts and 
conditions. 


"I am General So-and-so," said a port- 


ly, white mustaohed man yesterday while 
I was present at the headquarters. "I 
served from the beginning to the end of 
the civil war, and I feel the roost enthusi- 
astic sympathy with this movement. I 
want to sign one of your enlistment 
blanks." 


The general was accommodated and 


affixed his name to a private's blank. 
Next came a tall, slender youth, with curl- 
ing hair that reached to his coat collar. Ho 
bad procured a blank In advance and 
brought it in signed. The clerk looked it 
and the signer over. 


"Are you only 16?" queried tbe clerk. 


"If so, you would surely be rejected by 
the war department." 


The boy straightened up, while a flash 


came into bis blue eyes. 


"My father went into the Union army 


at 16," he said, "and fought till the last 
gun was fired. I think I'll find a way to 
become a soldier if there is any real fight- 
ing to be done." 


The Volunteer Beierve Flan. 


The plan of tbe National Volunteer Be- 


serve seems not to be fully understood as 
yet. 
In brief, it may be stated that its 


chief feature is not to be the formation of 
an armed and drilled body of men so much 
as to place in possession of the government 
the names of men who are sufficiently 
patriotic to be ready to answer the call of 
the country in time of need. 


To that end it is hoped that arrange- 


ments may be made with many newspa- 
pers throughout the country for the pub- 
lication of enlistment blanks in their col- 
umns. These blanks may be signed and 
sent to the newspapers, to the headquar- 
ters of the organization or to tbe war de- 
partment direct. At all events they will 
eventually find « lodgment with the de- 
partment, where''h is expected they will 
be listed and a^anged according to local- 
ity for use as occasion may require. 


The government will thus have specific 


knowledge not only that there are thou- 
sands and millions of men ready to take 
up aims for the republic, but who they 
are, 
exactly where they are and also some- 


thing about the condition of each individ- 
ual. It is part of the plan that congress 
shall authorize tbe issuing of postal tracks 
to certain individuals for the purpose oi 
sending the names in free by mail or make 
some other arrangement to the same end 
and it would seem to be a very reasonable 
notion that tbe government, which is to 


J be the chief beneficiary, should bear tbis 


much of the expense. So far whatever 


I money has been paid out has come from 
j the pockets of Mr. 'Washington himself. 


William De Hertbnrne Washington. 
'William Da Hertbnrne Washington is 


the son of Colonel Lewis William Wash- 
ington and Ella Bassett. Both father and 
mother were descendants of members oi 
the orignal Washington family in Amer- 
ica, tracing back both directly and collat- 
erally to a brother of the first president. 
Lewis William Washington was a figure oi 
some consequence on tbe Confederate side 
in the civil war and was ono of John 
Brown's first hostages at Harper's Ferry. 
His wife served tbe Confederate cause as 
few women did or could. 


Their son is a native of Virginia. He 


was born on June 89, 1863, and the first 
sound that greeted his infant ears was the 
popping of musketry, a minor engagement 
being then in progress in the immediate 
vicinity of the Washington borne. 
When 


be grew to years of discretion, he chose 
civil engineering for bis profession and 
after securing tbe necessary training at 
the Maryland college entered the employ 
of tbe West Virginia Central railroad. Cu 
riously enough, his first professional work 
wasdpne in the immediate vicinity oi 
Fairfax Stone, whore the Father of His 
Country began his, career as surveyor. 


When Mr. Cleveland assumed the presi 


dential chair for the first time, he appoint 
ed Mr. Washington consul at London, 
Canada. He was barely 21 at the time and 
the youngest man who ever held a con 
sill's place under tbis government. When 
Mr. Harrison succeeded Mr. Cleveland, 
tbe young consul retired from the-diplo 
matio service, came to New York and en- 
gaged in the building of waterworks. 


Reecmblcs the Father of His Country. 
William De Heitburne Washington re 


sembles tbe Father of His Country in 
many ways. Like him, tbe present repro 
sentativo of the family is three or foui 
inches more than 6 feet tall, while hie 
physical build is such that the general': 
uniform fits him as if made for him. 


Mr. Washington's political affiliations 


have always been Democratic. His tastes 
aro such that ho has given a good deal of 
time and attention to charity. The organ- 
ization formed by him under tl/o title of 
the 6-11-99 club is declared to be one of 
the most practical societies ever created for 
the purpose of improving conditions in 
the crowded parts of tbis big city. 


Mr. Washington is prominently con- 


nected with the committee in charge of the 
coming charter day celebration. He lives 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. He Is still *n- 
roarried. His father died years ago. His 
mother, who was one of those who worked 
hardest for the completion of the Wash- 
ington monument, survived until .Tan. 18, 
1898.

rions puts of the world at this time it 
is to be said that, apart from tbe rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Spain, there is reason lor entertaining 
an apprehension that then may before 
the end of the present year be hostile 
outbreaks in countries where peace yet 
exists. 


In the war of England on the Nile, 


which is now in its third year, there 
has not yet been any large battle by 
wbioh the power of the belligerents can 
be tested. In the war of Spain upon 
Cuba, wbloh is now in its fourth year, 
the fighting is yet continuous and 
severe, as it has been since the begin- 
ning of hostilities. In tbe war of Eng- 
land in northern India there has been a 
pause for some months on account of 
the disaster that overtook the British 
arms there'last year. The warlike opera- 
tions of Spain in tbe Philippines have ap- 
parently been brought to an end by tbe 
success of the Spanish forces, bnt recent 
advices lead to the opinion that the na- 
tives there are likely to try conclusions 
again with their conquerors. In the 
quarrel between Nicaragua and Costa 
Bioa there have already been some acts 
of war, and the indications are that all 
the five republics of Central America 
Will become involved in the dispute. 
After the civil wars in Brazil aud in 
Uruguay pesos has been restored, though 
both of these countries are yet disturbed 
in a manner that bodes ill for them. 
Chile and Argentina are threatening 
eaoh other aud are arming for the set- 
tlement of a boundary question wbioh 
ought to be settled by arbitration. • 


England and France are engaged in a 


very serious contention in west Africa 
for the control cf tbe month of the river 
Niger, and the recent maneuvers of- 
small bodies of the troops of both oqnn- 
tries near the lower regions of that river 
are marked with signs of danger. As to 
the controversies of four of tbe great 
powers of Europe regarding the direo 
tion of affairs in Obina it is surely to 
be desired tbat satisfactory arrange- 
ments may be made without resorting 
to war, for a conflict in which Bnssia, 
France, Germany, England and Japan 
took part would throw the whole world 
into confusion. 


Thus in glancing over the globe from 


one continent to another the old phrase 
about "wars and rumors of wars 
which was uttered 1,900 years ago is 
seen to be applicable at this time as 
it was in other times and indeed as it has 
been in every year of the history of 
mankind. 
• 


It will be uoticed that England is yet 


in the forefront of the warlike nations 
of the -world. The crack of her rifles is 
heard in the recesses of the Himalayas, 
the flash of btr sword is seen on the 
banks of the Nile, the tramp ot her red- 
coats disturbs the Niger, tbe walls of 
her defense loom up at Hongkong, and 
the lion of ber power stands rampant at 
London. Her flag floats npon every con- 
tinent. Her navy is in all the seas. 


What shall be said of Spain? She has 


prostrated her enemy in the Philippines 
at a great cost of life and treasure. She 
has been fighting for more than three 
years in Cnha, and tbe results have been 
terrible for both of the combatants. Her 
powerful army there has been unable to 
crush the revolt of her subjects, who 
are today at her throat. The govern- 
ments of Europe have turned their backs 
upon her. She is menaced by enemies 
within her own borders. She has stirred 
np the animosity of the American peo- 
ple. Spain has been the loser in all the 
numerous wars which . she has fought 
on the American continent in this cen- 
tury, and it is time that she was driven 
from her last foothold on this side of 
the sea. 


Of the recent wars and of the present 


or impending wars, civil or interna- 
tional, in tbe countries of Spanish 
America there is not much to be said. 
Whether one dictator shall supersede 
another in Uruguay, whether Chile 
shall succumb to Argentina or Argen- 
tina to Chile, whether there shall be 
collision after collision in the Central 
American territories, it is certain that 
the people of these struggling republics 
most work out their own destiny and 
that the government of this country can 
exercise only a moral influence upon 
them. 


As to the question of Obina, the 


events of tbe past half year have given 
reason for the hope tbat it may be 
brought to a pacific settlement. Oer-

STILL WAIT FOB THE CRISIS. 


The expected crisis iu the Cuban Inci- 


dent did not come yesterday as was .fully 
expected owing to the demands upon the 
part of Americans in Cuba for protection. 
The temporary withholding of President 
McKiniey's message from Congress was 
due to the receipt of cablegrams from 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, our consul general at 
Havana, advising that if the message con- 
templated armed intervention it be de- 
ferred until all American in Cuba could 
leave the island. 
He stated that the 


exodus could be completed by April 10. 


Members of the foreign relations com- 


mittee of the Senate and House upon 
being shown this dispatch promptly ac- 
quiesced in the opinion of the President 
and cabinet that the message should be 
delayed until next Monday. The utmost 
confidence ia felt by the administration 
and Congress in the coolness and good 
judgment of General Lee in any emer- 
gency. 


The rumors of disturbances in Havana 


are not yet confirmed, but the conditions 
there are extremely threatening. Consul 
General Lee is still at his post and will re- 
main there until all other Americans are 
safe. The President's message has only 
been changed in that it will ask Congress 
to authorize direct and immediate inter- 
vention. 
Otherwise the message will 


stand as heretofore outlined. 


Today at noon the chances for an. arm- 


ittioe being declared by the Spanish 
authorities at Madiid seem to be lessened 
by a hitch in the proceedings. We believe" 
that the most implicit confidence can be 
safely placed in the President and his ad- 
visers and in Consul-General Lee. While 
the public is impatient and anxious pros- 
pects for an ultimate peaceful adjustment 
ia bright. 


THE BROADENING OF ItUSTHOmS.Tl. 


Four important questions will be dis- 


cussed at the coming Troy district Metho- 
dist conference. They are for/the self- 
entertainment of ministers attending the 
sessions, the holding of the conference 
every year at Saratoga, a decrease ia the 
ratio of ministerial representation, and 
the equal representation of ministers and 
laymen in the general conference. This 
last is the most important and far reach- 
ing, and its decision will be of great inter- 
est to every Methodist. 


The movement is meeting with general 


favor throughout the country, and while 
it will work a notable change in the gov- 
ernment of the larges*; Protestant denomi- 
nation, it ia along vli^ line of advancement 
and breadth iu religion. It is only about 
25 yean since the first layman was ad- 
mitted as a delegate to the general con- 
ference. Since that time the movement 
to increase the representation of the laity 
has been steadily opposed by the jealousy 
of some of the ministers. But the pro- 
posed change is bound to come, and the 
fact that every other church has equal 
representation is a strong argument ia 
favor of the layman's cause. 


AXOTHER. SUBPJLUS MONTH. 


It is gratifying to know that in face of 


the largest expenditures for March in 
many years, the National revenues' for the 
mon^bjust closed exceed the expendi- 
tures by §1,094,750. The total was $32,- 
968,750, of which $15,450,432 was derived 
from customs, $12,888,234 from internal 
revenues and $4,620,084 from miscellaneous 
sources. The expenditures were |31,900,~ 
000. The expenditure* on account of the 
army foot up to |5,151,000, a little above 
the monthly average. Importations were 
greatly affected by the serious aspect of 
the Cuban question.

NEWPORT, E. I., Much 39.—There 


i« a man in New York who stands in 
the light of it godfather to a great many, 
boys in Newport. Ho is Herbert Van- 
dyke, an attorney, and he makes it his 
charitable iniinon to become the legal 
gnardian for orphan boys who want to 
enlist ag apprentices in the United 
States navy. The law requires that the 
consent of parents or guardians shall be 
obtained before a boy is accepted for en- 
li^tment. An orphan who ia poor enough 
to want to enter the navy is not likely 
to own such a luxury as a legal guar- 
dian. Any one wko lacks that requisite 
who applies at the New York navy 
yard is sent by Captain Merrill Miller 
of the receiving ship Vermont to the 
ofHoe of Mr. Vandyke. That gentleman 
goes into conrt.'assnmes the guardian- 
ship of the bey and signs his application 
for enlistment. After that, if he is qual- 
ified physically and there is no other 
obstacle, he is aoeepted and sent here 
for inetrnetioB. 


Most of Mr. Vandyke's proteges are 


the output of orphan 
asylums, who 


have no better future in sight than 
serving in the United States navy. 
They night hive a much worse avoca- 
tion. In fact, the apprentice school at 
Newport offers to a yonng man a very 
fine opening to a useful and agreeable 
career. 


The training school is like the Naval 


academy at Annapolis, with this differ- 
ence—the Naval academy turns out 
officers and the training school able sea- 
men. The graduate of the training 
school hat no chance of becoming an 
officer unless there is war and promo- 
tions are rapid, but many desirable 
pHces in the service are open to him, 
and the education which he receives fits 
him for any one of many well paid po- 
sitions in civil life.

There are about 1,600 apprentices in 


the navy. The secretary of tbe navy 
wants to increase this number by 500 if 
congress will let him. The number un- 
der instruction bera is about 800 each 
year. They are constantly being receiv- 
ed and sent away. As fast as vacancies 
occur through death or discharge or de- 
eertien—• 308 deserted last year—more 
apprentices are accepted on the receiv- 
ing ships. Most of these come from 
New Vork, where the Vermont is sta- 
tioned. 


When an apprentice is accepted, he 


signs articles to serve until he is 31. 
Then an outfit is given to him, and he 
is eent to Newport for first instruction. 
Here he lives in barracks and studies 
reading, writing, geography and gram? 
mar. He get* good plain food and plen- 
ty of it three times a day. Everyday 
be drills with spars and sails aboard 
tbe old ship Constellation, which lies 
rotting at the wharf here, and when tbe 
weather is good h« has drill in small 
boats in the barber.

sembled in tropical waters by the Unit- 
ed States since the civil war) at the 
Cry Tortugas, within 80 miles of Cuba

nautical miles. There are three en- 
trances to the harbor, named the north- 
west, southwest and southeast chan- 
nels. During the civil war the fort was 
used as a penal station lor Confederate' 
prisoners, and in 1865 O'Laughlln, Ar- 


of time and weather. • Gun» which were 
never fired are dismantled, the roofs of 
bastions ' have been blown away by 
hurricanes, and the useless gun car- 
riages stand like ghosts cracking In the 
•un. It li a. picture of desolation and 
decay.

West. The population is generally in- 
definite, the highest number years ago 
being about 2SO. There is an extensive 
cluster of sunken reefs and shoals, and 
the ten above water are thus called 
"dry."

The 
Tortugas group consists principally 
of Long, Bush, East, Middle, Bird, 
Sand and Loggerhead keys, of which 
East is the largest and Loggerhead the 
longest, and in almost the' exact 'center 
of which is Garden.(or:-Bush); 13 acres 
in extent. The main entrance is from 
the east. From a distance nothing is 
seen but a long line of rollers, which 
break on a coral reef several miles in 
extent. The ship channel here enters 
between East and Bush keys,, passes 
Sand and Middle key's,1 'then almost 
doubles on itself, running by shoals 
which at extreme low tide are- almost 
bare. The channel is in some places 
hardly, a" ship's length, -in ;width, and 
large cruisers would have -difficulty in 
entering, even if it were possible for 
them to do so. The channel is deep, of 
a rich blue color, in strong contrast to 
the reef. It turns gracefully around 
Garden key, passing between it and 
Long key, then paet Bird key, thus 
completing the circuit and affording an 
outlet to the southwest and northwest 
by Loggerhead key. 


Fort Jefferson Is therefore, a. coral 


bank in, the center of.3.'great lagoon, 
protected by coral reefs and surround- 
ed by a complete miniature' harbor. 
Rising as It does directly from, the sea, 
It looks like a floating castle. The sand 
on which the fort stands is so shallow 
that by digging a foot op two anywhere 
salt water can be reached,, .and during 
heavy storms it has risen so that one 
could float about on a raft within the 
fort.

money were expended on its construc- 
tion, but it was never completely fin- 
ished. 
All the building material as 


well as the supplies for the laborers 
had to be taken to Garden key by sea. 
The fort is hexagonal in shape, and at 
each a'ngle is a bastion. The' curtain 
walls have a double tier of Casemates, 
and the whole work if fully armed 
would have mounted about 500 of the 
old time guns. The anchorage >'harbor 
to the northwest of Garden key is 1 by 
1% miles in area* with a depth of from 
3% to 7% fathoms /of water and excel- 
lent "holding ground." 


Many relies of piratical ' days have 


been found there in the form of ships' 
guns, both iron and brass, and many 
coins of all countries of both silver and 
gold. Today it Is valuable as an ideal 
naval station.

While our Atlantic coast navy yards 


are more or less generally known to 
people east of the Rocky mountains the 
single one en the Pacific coast does not 
have. the prominence it deserves. Xt 
has been slighted by some administra- 
tions, and its distance from Washing- 
ton seems to haye retarded its proper 
development and'care. 


Of our seven outfitting stations the 


League 
Island 
(Philadelphia) navy 


yard, with its S23 acres, is the largest, 
but Mare Island, with its 7.41 acres, is 
next in size. Incidentally the Brook- 
lyn yard, perhaps the most important 
and which has been in existence since 
1801, occupies only 180 acres. 


Mare (or Napa) Island is 22 miles 


from San Francisco, northeast and in- 
land, opposite the town of Vallejo, 
where most of the workmen employ- 
ed in the yard live. A little steamer, 
the Ellen, plies between Mare Island 
and the town for the accommodation 
of officers and men. Benecia, a few 
miles away, is where John C. Heenan 
did some of his training for the pugilis- 
tic ring and where he had a blacksmith 
shop, said to be still in existence. The 
mountains of the Sonoma valley group 
form a background to the place. The 
island derives its English name from 
the fact that a Spaniard raised mares 
on it for breeding purposes. 


Entering the Golden Gate from the 


Pacific, there is Alcatraz island, in the 
middle of the channel, covered with a 
fortification, besides the islands of 
Angel and Yerba Buena, while there 
is another at Fort Point, on the south !

Imagine a small coliseum or classic 
amphitheater, and you Will have almost 
a literal Idea of this massive basin. 


It is made of granite and Is elliptical 


In shape, its sides terraced With innu- 
merable steps leading down to a flat 
oval at the bottom, along Whose gfeateat 
diameter rests the keel of a docked ves- 
sel. 
The reason for docking is that the 


ship's sides and keel may be cleaned, 
started bolts and strains below the 
water line may be repaired and the hull 
given a sew coat of paint. The ordinary 
landlubber has little idea of the enor- 
mous amount of drift that collects on a 
seagoing vessel's hull—millions of tiny 
shellfish, 
barnacles, whelks, minute 


clamlike mollusca, parasites of every 
description—against the gathering of 
which there is no known preventive, A 
three months' cruise will foul any 
ship—wood, iron or steel—to such an 
extent that her speed will be materially 
decreased and her efficiency impaired. 
And docking is always an expensive 
affair, the cost of which adds largely to 
the financial maintenance of our navy. 


A cruiser out of water is a queer look- 


ing object. Her grace, her lightness, her 
appearance of speed and agility van- 
ish when she is in the drydock. She 
looks like a fish on land or ft seal on a 
barrel—a thing amphibious, clumsy and 
slow moving. Her dignity has disap- 
peared. There is too much incline to 
her bow and stern, her screws and rud- 
der look trifling and inadequate, and 
her ram, her formidable forefoot, capa- 
ble of administering the kick that 
crashes In the ribs of her adversary and 
sends her to Davy Jones' locker a dis- 
mantled wreck, seems only a hideous 
protruding snout, the lower Jaw of a 
sulky bulldog. 


Then there is the storing of provi- 


sions, done mechanically by those huge 
lean arms, cranes and sweeps that 
swing to and fro and drop their burden 
within the ship's hold. 


A few months ago the greatest activ- 


ity prevailed at the Mare Island navy 
yard, but at present the work is of the 
ordinary kind, in stron? contrast to 
some of the eastern yards. The Phila- 
delphia arrived there last fall, was plac- 
ed in the drydock, cleaned, painted, dis- 
mantled and stripped of her last grin 
and then towed into the stream, where 
she presents a pitiable spectacle, a sor-" 
ry looking hulk. Her great barbettes, 
through which her 6 and 8 inch ri- 
fled guns once protruded menacingly, 
now resemble" the eyeless sockets of 
some monster. And yet she Is one of 
our best armored ships. 
The cruiser 


Charleston and the gunboat Torktown 
of the new navy are also there. The lat- 
ter is anchored in the stream ready for 
instant service, while the first named is 
tied up lo the quay, a seemingly hope- 
less tangle of beams and rigging. The 
Adams, a little wooden craft, with an

The Americans 


Once Occupied 


Havana City* 


It Is not generally known that Ameri- 


can troops were at one time in Havana 
in conjunction with English soldiers, 
and they suffered principally from that 
terrible scourge, yellow fever. It is the 
foe to be dreaded -more than all the bul- 
lets or Shells of the Spaniards about 
Cuba, 


James G. Blalne once remarked that 


the United States could well afford to 
purchase Cuba at "a good round price" 
in order to get rid of the annual dan- 
ger of yellow fever. A commission from 
the United States which visited the is- 
land several years ago and investigated 
t1 e character of this continuous men- 
ace to that country reported: "Cuba has 
become the greatest nursery and camp- 
ing ground of one of man's most ruth- 
less destroyers. Itself most seriously 
afflicted, it annually disseminates to 
other lands, as from a central hell, dis- 
ease and death," 


But Havana has never been difficult 


to capture by an armed force. Santia- 
go de Cuba, oft the southern coast, was 
the first capital, the seat of government 
being transferred to Havana in 1550. 
The next year pirates, under the notori- 
ous Jacob Sores, sacked the church and 
the houses of the wealthy and forced 
the commandant of the fort to sur- 
render. 
After committing numerous 


outrages and murdering many of the 
Influential citizens Sores departed. The 
place was afterward repeatedly seized 
by buccaneers. It was unsuccessfully 
attacked, 
however, by Sir Francis 


Drake in 1585. 


In 1762 an English squadron com- 


manded by Admiral Pocock, the entire 
force under charge of Lord Albemarle, 
landed soldiers and sailors at Cojimar, 
about four miles from Havana, bom- 
barded the city and compelled it to ca- 
pitulate on Aug. 14 after a defense of 
two months. They retained possession 
of the city .until July of the following 
year, when it was restored to Spain by 
the provisions of the treaty of Paris. 


Our army would probably follow the 


plan of Lord Albemarle, though, as Co- 
jimer is today within the reach of the 
guns of Morro castle, an invading army 
would probably be landed a little far- 
ther east, possibly on the beach of Ba- 
curanao, and from there march direct- 
ly inland to destroy the Havana rail- 
way and thus sever all communica- 
tion with Matanzas and combat if nec- 
essary with the 60,000 Spanish soldiers. 
Troops can also be landed near the vil- 
lage of Cabanas or Mariel, a few miles 
west of Havana, to tear to pieces the 
%yestern railroad. But an army of oc- 
cupation should not be allowed to re- 
main there any great length of time. 
The deadly climate would soon decimate 
the hardy soldiers of a more northern 
region. The insurgent forces would 
serve as guides and vanguards and 
might at an early day be left to pre- 
serve the military government of the is- 
land. 


As horses are few In Cuba It would 


be necessary for the United States gov- 
ernment to transport them for the use 
of the cavalry, and the Texas pony 
has long been recognized as the best 
breed for this purpose. 


But -our naval force Is sufficient to 


lay every city in Cuba In ruins after a 
few hours' bombardment, and an army 
Is only an auxiliary to complete the 
subjugation of that gem of the An- 
tilles. 


A Sailor Violinist, 


Men of unusually fine education and 


accomplishment very often drift into 
the United States navy, and it is this 
class of men who furnish the better or- 
der of instrumental music aboard war 
vessels that are not blessed with bands, 
and only flagships have them. In a large 
ship's company there are always banjo 
plunkers and guitar and mandolin 
thrummers innumerable up "forward," 
but in the line of higher grade music 
there are few good sized ships in the . 
American navy that cannot produce 
one or more excellent violin or zither 
players. 
Here Is a peculiar story: 
A young Pole of noble family shipped 


as a landsman on an American warship 
at Gibraltar a few years ago, and be- 
fore he had been aboard 24 hours he had 
all the officers aft as well as the men 
forward in a trance over his violin play- 
ing. He did not have a violin of his 
own—It was In pawn somewhere in 
Italy—but he played on one belonging 
to an Irish marine whose musical abil- 
ity consisted only in his rendition of 
"The Rakes o' Mallow" and "The Dev- 
il's Dream." This young Pole was sim- 
ply a master of the violin. When tht 
ehlp on which he served returned to the 
United States, he was permitted to leave 
the service, and now he is Trevinck, the 
well known violin Instructor of Chicago, 
but he was not Trevinck In the navy.
